New Delhi, the 21st May 1960 
S . R .O . 173 , dated 7th May 1960 . — The following byelaws for regulating the 
Appointment of agents by absentee owners in Jalapahar Cantonment framed by 
the Cantonment Board , Jalapahar in exercise of the powers conferred by Clause 
( 29 ) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , 
are published for general information , the same having been previously publish 
ed and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government as requir 
ed by sub - section ( 1 ) of section 284 of thc said Act, namely :-- 
BYELAWS FOR REGULATING THE APPOINTMENT OF AGENTS BY 

ABSENTEE OWNERS 


1 . Whoever being the owner of any building or land in the Jalapahar Canton 
ment is likely to be absent therefrom for a period cxceeding 60 consecutive days 
shall within 15 days of his departure , appoint some person residing in or near 
the Cantonment to act as his agent for all the purposes of the Cantonment Act , 
1924 and any rule or byelaws made thereunder . 

2 . The Cantonment Board if it considers that any owner of a building or 
land situated within the limits of Cantonment who, although ordinarily residing 
within the Cantonment temporarily absents himself thereform for short periods 
80 frequently or to such an extent as to causc inconvenience to the Cantonment 
administration , may , notwithstanding the provisions of byelaw 1 , by notice , re 
quire such owner within 15 days from the date of receipt of such notice to 
appoint a person residing within the Cantonment to be his agent for all the 
purposes of the Cantonment Act, 1924 , or any rule or byelaw made thereunder . 

3 . Any owner of a building or land situated within the limits of the Canton 
ment who is bound or required by byelaw 1 or 2 to appoint an agent shall 
notify to the Executive Officer in writing the name and address of such agent 
and shall at the same time submit a Ictter signed by such agent in proof of his 
consent to act as such agent and when such notification has been made , the 
owner shall be deemed to have complied with the provisions of byelaw 1 or 2 . 

4 . When any agent has been appointed in pursuance of these byclaws, any 
notice served upon him and any deinand for payment of the dues, shall be deemed 
to have been served upon the owner . 

5 . A register shall be maintained in the office of the Cantonment Board in 
which names and addresses of all agents appointed in pursuance of these byelaws 
together with the date of each such appointment shall be entered . 
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PENALTY 
6 . Whoever fails to appoint an agent or to notify such appointment as required 
by byelaws 1 , 2 and 3 shall be punishable with fine which may extend to Rs. 20 .00 
and in the case of a continuing failure , with an additional fine not exceeding 
Rs. 5 .00 for everyday , after the first conviction for having persisted in the failure .

— The following draft rules for the division 
of Ferozepore Cantonment into wards as well as for the determination of the 
number of members to be elected by each ward, which it is proposed to make 
in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses ( a ) and (b ) of Section 31 of the 
Cantonments Act , 1924 ( II of 1924 ) and in supersession of Ministry of Defence 
S . R . O . No. 401, dated the 19th September , 1953, is hereby published as required 
by the said section , for the information of all persons likely to be affected there 
by and the notice is hereby given that the draft will be taken into consideration 
on or after 30th June, 1960 . 

Any objection or suggestion , which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft rules before the date specified will be considered by 
the Central Government. 


DRAFT RULES 
1. Short title and Commencement — ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Feroze 
pore Cantonment (Division into Wards ) Rules, 1960 . 

( 2 ) They shall come into force at once . 

2 . Division of Cantonment into Wards. For the purpose of elections to the 
Cantonment Board, the Cantonment of Ferozepore shall be divided into the

Boundaries of the Wards 
WARD No. 1 . — Commencing from the crossing of Katchery and Sant Lal 
Roads along the Civil Area boundary through boundary pillars Nog, 35 , 34 , 33 , 32 , 
31, 30 , 29 , 28 , 27 , 26 , 25 , 24 , 23, 22B , 22A , 22, 21, 20, 19 , 18, 17, 16 , 15 , 14 , 13 , 
12, 11, 10, 9 , 8 , 7 , 6 , 5 , 4 thence to the West upto culvert over the sullage water 
drain near the sweeper s hut attached to the Group Latrines to the North of the 
Cantonment General Hospital, thence to the North through crossing of Bazars 
Nos . 2 & 1, boundary runs on the Eastern side of Bazar No. 1 upto Azad Chowk, 
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thence Westwards through Bazars Nos . 2 , 3 , 4 , upto crossing of Bazars Nos . 5 
and 6 , thence Southwards along Bazar No. & upto the crossing of Katchery and 
Sant Lal Roads. 

WARD No. 2 . — Commencing from Cıvıl Area Boundary Pillar No. 36 at the 
crossing of Katchery and Sant Lal Roads the boundary runs along the Eastern 
side of Sant Lal Road upto Civil Area Boundary Pillar No. 1 , thence Eastwards 
along Civıl Area boundary pillars % and 3 upto the culvert on the sullage water 
drain near the sweeper s hut attached to the group latrines to the North of 
Cantonment General Hospital, thence to the North through crossing of Bazars 
Nos , 1 and 2 the boundary runs along the Western side of Bazar No. 1 upto 
Azad Chowk, thence the boundary runs Westwards through Bazars Nos . 1 , 2 , 3 , 4 
upto the crossing of Bazars Nos . 5 and 6 , thence Southwards upto Civil Area 
Boundary Pillar No. 36 . 

WARD No. 3 . — Commencing from Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 30 to 
Westwards, the boundary runs through Cantonment Boundary Pillars Nos. 29 , 28 , 
27 , 26 , 25 24 , 23 , 22 , 21 , 20 , 19 , 18 , 17 , 16 , 15 , 14 , 13 , 12 , 11 , 10 , 9 , 8 and 7 ; thence 
Southward upto the Katcha Road leading to Khilchi Jadid , thence Eastwards 
upto its junction with Ordnance Road , thence Northwards upto the junction 
of Ordnance and Katchery Roads, thence the boundary runs Eastwards along 
the Northern side of Katchery Road upto Civil Area Boundary Pillar No. 35 , 
thence through Civil Arca Boundary Pillars Nos. 34 , 33, 32 , 31, 30, 29 , 28 , 27 , 26 , 
25 , 24 , 23 , 223 , 224 , 22 , 21 , 20 , 19 and 18 , thence Eastwards along the Northern 
side of Grand Trunk Road upto the Cantonment Boundary line, thence North 
wurds through Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 31 upto Cantonment Boundary 
Pillar No. 30 . 

WARD No. 4 . — Commencing from the çulvert over Sukkår Nala near Civil 
Area Boundary Pillar No. 4 the houndary i uns Westwards through Civil Area 
Boundary Pillars Nos . 3 , 2 and I upto the junction of Saddar and Sant Lal Roads, 
thence Northwards along the Western side of Sant Lal Roud upto the junction 
of Sant Lal and Katchery Roads, thence Westwards along the Southern side 
of Katchery Road upto its crossing with Ordnance Road , thence Southwards 
upto the junction of Ordnance Road and Katcha Road leading to Khilchi Jadid , 
thence Westwards upto the Cantonment Boundary Line, thence Southwards 
through Cantonment Boundary Pillars No9, 6 , 5 , 4 , 3 , 2 , 1, 48 , 47, and 46 , thence 
Eastwards upto Octroi Post No . 1 on Jhoke Road thence Northwards along 
the Western side of Jhoke Road upto its crossing with Ranjit Singh Road , 
thence Eastwards along the Northern side of Ranjit Singh Road upto Sukkar 
Nalla , thence Northwards along the Western edge of Sukkar Nalla upto its 
culvert near Civil Area Boundary Pillar No . 4 , 

WARD No. 5. -- Commencing from Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 46 the 
boundary runs Eastwards upto Octroi Post No . I on Jhoke Road , thence North 
wards along the Eastern side of Jhoke Road upto its crossing with Ranjit Singh 
Road , thence Eastwards along the Southern side of Ranjit Singh Road upto its 
junction with road running between Sobraon Lines and Gough Barracks, upto 
its junction with Cannon Road , thence Southwards along its Western side upto its 
junction with New Road, thence Eastwards along its Southern side upto the 
Cantonment Boundary line, thence it runs through Cantonment Boundary Pillars 
Nos, 33, 34 , 35 , 36 , 37, 38 , 39, 40 , 41 , 42 , 43 , 44 and 45 upto No. 48. 

WARD No. 6 .- - Commencing from Civil Area Boundary Piltar No, 18 the boun 
dary runs along the Civil Area boundary pillars Nos , 17, 18 , 15 , 14 , 13 , 12 , 11, 10 , 
9 , 8 . 7 , 6 , 5 and 4 upto the culvert on Sukkar Nala , thence Southwards along 
the Eastern edge of Sukkar Nala pto the culvert on Ranjit Singh Road , thence 
Eastwards through its junction with the road between the Sobraon Lines and 
Gough Barracks to the junction of the latter with the Cannon Road , thence 
Southwards with its junction with the New Road upto the Cantonment boun 
dary line, thence Northwards through Cantonment Boundary Pillar No . 32 upto 
the crossing of the Cantonment boundary lina with G . T , Road , thence West 
wards along the Southern side of Grand Trunk Road upto Civil Area boundary 
pillar No. 18 ,

CANTONMENT _ TAXATION 
S . R . O . 175 dated 10th May 1960 .- - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( II of 1924 ) , the Cantonment Board , Babina here 
hv imposes , with the previous sanction of the Central Government, a Tax on

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buildings and lands situated within the limits of Babina Cantonment, at the rate 
of 5 per centum per annum on the annual value of such buildings and lands. 
The tax is leviable on the owners / occupiers of the buildings and lands .

CANTONMENT _ TAXATION 
S .R . O . 1776 . dated 12th May , 1960 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 60 of the Cantonment Act , 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ), the Cantonment Boord , 
Ranikhet, with the previous sanction of the Central Government hereby imposc 
a tax on cycles , tri - cycles , and auto - cycles used or kept for hire or private pur 
poses within the Cantonment limits of Ranikhet at the following rates payable by 
the owners or other persons in charge thereof ycarly in advance on the int April 
of each year, namely : 
Rupees 8 .00 per year or part thereof per cycle, and auto -cycle, not kept for 

hire , 
Proyided that no tax shall be levicd in respect of the following: 

( 1 ) Children chassis and perambulators . 
(2 ) Cycles which are the property of the State Government and arc used 

in the Police Department. 
( 3 ) Cycle kept by a Police Officer, under Police regulations for use in the 

Cantonment in connection with the ofcial work . 
( 4 ) Any cycle which a person subject to the Army or to the Army Act. 1950 

( 46 of 1950 ) , or a Member of the Indian Territorial Force is permit 
ted to keep in lieu of an animal which in the absence of such permis 
sion the Army regulation would require him to keep , subjcct to pro 
duction of an authority from the Omrer Commanding the Unit or the 

Officer Commanding the Station as the case may be. 
( 5 ) Cycles used by employees of the Cantonment Board receiving cycle 

allowance for their maintenance in the interest of efficient discharge 

of their duties . 
( 6 ) Cycles belonging to the Cantonment Board or State / Central Govern 
ment.
